The first nucleus of the organization
Ivgan its overseas work when eigh-
teen members, under tho leadership of
3tuJor a. M. P. Murphy, sailed from
New York on Juno 8, 1917.

"Thl3 date was previous to tho sail-
ing of any American troops for Eu-
rope and previous to the date of the
tlrrt draft registration," says the Red
Cross report. "The Red Cross at that
time had not conducted its campaign
for fundi and tho commission came
to Europe for the purpose of being
early on the ground and organizing
fie work which wo knew lay before
It What that work was to be was
only vugucly understood.

"In general terms, it was the feel-
ing of the commissioner and his as-

sistants that our allies had been car-
rying on tho war for approximately
three years, that they had been go-

ing through a. period of hardship never
before seen In the world, that It was
tlio desire of the American, people
tn express through the agency of Its
lied Cross in a concrete 0md al

manner Its sympathy for the
itifferlng caused by the war and Its
desire to bear its share of the bur-C-- n

In the future.
Reception In Part.

"On our arrival In Paris we were
received in the most generous and
broad minded way by the committee
nf tho American Relief Clearing
Ho ise. They stated to us thelr defl-ni- .e

10,000 llrd Provided.
"As to tho American Army. the

work has been enormous and is In-

creasing. Fdr many months wo were
told that tho Red Cross, would not be
expected to put up any hospitals lu
France. At tho prcsont moment the
lied Cross has approximately 10,000
hospital ImkIs operating for tho Ameri-
can soldier. During ono period of
about .twd weeks 13,000 American sol-

diers went through Red Cross hos-
pitals. ,

"Millions of, dressings liave been
given out; thousands and thousands
of spllntato tho American Army; sup-
plies such as those mentioned above
In large numbers; food, service In the
hospitals, hume eervlco for the men In
Franco whereby their families can bo
helped in case of trouble, letters to tho
families of those who aro wounded or
killed, and thousands and thousands of
articles which tho American soldier
will never know came from his Red
Cross have been used by him. I clto
an instaitco of a tlmo when the army
was short of ether and was furnished
20,000 tins by the American Red Cross.

"Thero Is nothing spectacular about
that sort of scrvlco, but It Is funda-
mental' its help to-iii- e American sol-

dier, and" it has gono on every day in
Increasing amount.

"Up to the arrival of American sol-

diers at the fighting front a great part
of American Red Cross work iu
Franco was devoted to tho civil as well
as the military sufferers of the country.
Tho scourge of tuberculosis received
Its early attention, also the reeducat-
ing of French soldiers rendered almost
helpless by their wounds, and the
reclamation and caro of orphaned and
sick children. Tho report cites this
detail as to a part of the old ren-
dered to men made helpless.

"Maimed and shattered for the rest
of their lives, their situation was, in
many, many cases, pitiable. Rlinded,
many of them with legs or arms gone,
there were, It was estimated, inoro than
300,000 of the&e men who could never
follow their trades or professions
again, and would becomj not only a
burden to themselves and their fami-
lies, but to a nation which, gralcfi'l to
them as It was, nevertheless already
had its finances drained to tho utmost
and could see no cessation of the drain
upon its resources.

"The American Red Cross was called
upon to help these men, to cheer them
by material aid, to reeducate thom,
if possible, In new trades, new lines of
endeavor In which they could earn a
living and become
once more, henco happy and con
tented."

Perthtnic'a Army Move Cp.
Ultimately Gen. PerBhlng's flrst con-

tingent of regulars, the vanguard of
America's great army that was to
come Into tho war, moved from its
training sectors on up to tho fighting
line, and the Red Cross took up the
task which "Is tho very- - heart of its
organization." The report continues:

"When thero aro American wounded
to caro for it functions day and night.
It is prepared always to rush emer-
gency orders of hospital, medical and
surgical supplies to any point where
they aro needed, either for Its own
hospitals or to tho United States army
hospitals. During big night attacks
trips to tho front with camion loads
of materials aro not uncommon, and
In recent great battles this work has
been tho very essence of Red Cross
relief.

"Tills account covers roughly the
period up to the beginning of 1918, but
takes small account of what was per-
haps tho Red Cross's greatest accom-
plishment, namely, tho provision It
was making for tho future. Tho fore-
sight used from the beginning did not
produce Its full effects until tho sum-
mer of 1918. when In the great emer-
gencies arising from tho entry of
American troops into active warfare
tho American Red Cross was nblo to
furnish quickly tho hospitalization
and supplies without which a large
portion of tho American soldiers would
have suffered greatly.

"With the movement of American
troops into more central sectors it
became evident to Red Cross olllclals
that there might bo a demand for
more hospital beds than were avail-
able In Paris. Early In May therefore
the Red Cross .began tho erection of
American Rod Cross Military Hospi-
tal No. C at Autuull, Intended orig-
inally for .light wounded and simple
meeVcal coses. .Rut by May 30 tho
